Optical signal transmission devices having optical signal amplifying triode units are 
known in the art. See Maeda, US Pat. 7,130,109 B2. However, none of the prior art fairly 
teaches or suggests an optical storage device having, inter alia, a control light generator, signal 
amplifying triode unit, optical distributor, buffer memory element, feedback transmission path, 
and optical signal storage control means, in the manner currently recited in the instant 
application. There is simply no plausible reason why one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time 
the invention was made, would be motivated to modify and combine know prior art devices to 
arrive at an optical storage device in the manner claimed in the present application.
